Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the drive device for 
moving the battery block onto the rollers must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from 
the claim(s). It is not clear where this device is located. No new matter should be 
entered.

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: there are no 
reference numerals provided for the drive device for moving a battery block onto the 
device. These numerals should also be provided in the drawings. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1,3,4 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 

being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 

which applicant regards as the invention. Claim 1 has limitations for a drive device for 

moving a battery block onto the device as well as this same drive powering the rollers. 

It is not clear how the drive device will move a battery block onto the device. It appears 

the drive is just a powered roller and does not actually move the battery block onto the 

device as it is unclear how a threaded spindle or a hydraulic cylinder can move the 

rollers such that the battery block moves along the conveyor. Further the width of the 

second beam is indefinite as claimed, is it the same width as both of the first beams 
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combined or just one of the first beams? Clarification is required. Claims 3,4 and 9 are 
also indefinite as they depend from claim 1. 

Response to Amendment 
The amendments to the claims filed on January 26, 2007 have been entered into 
the record. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 ,3,4 and 9 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. The 
closest prior art of Jarl and Driggers does not teach or suggest the size relationship 
between the first conveyor sections and the second conveyor section or a drive device 
to move a battery block onto the device. Once the claims have been clarified and the 
appropriate changes made to the specification and the drawings this application should 
be in condition for allowance. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 1 have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. The objections to the specification and 
drawings was not previously made as the claimed subject mater did not positively recite 
the drive device for moving a battery block onto the rollers until the claims under review 
were presented. As such these objections were not warranted previously.
